Dogwood and Bartlett Pear were planted on their North 
Street property. The couple enjoy a legacy there left by 
previous tenants — a Shagbark Maple said to have come 
off a whaling ship and a black Chestnut tree both are 
estimated at more than 100 years old and magnificent 
specimen. With these additions, they will continue the 
legacy and launch an ambitious campaign endorsed by 
the town's Tree Committee. 

"150 by 150" is a public-private tree-planting proj- 
ect sponsored by the Mattapoisett Tree Committee with 
the goal of increasing the town's tree canopy by at least 
150 trees in time for the Mattapoisett 7 s Sesquicentennial 
celebration in 2007. 

Mattapoisett residents who plant a tree on their 
property with a minimum 1-1/2" caliper between May 
2006 and the town's birthday celebration in August 2007 
will be recognized by the town as part of a "150 by 150" 
tree planting program. 

The Tree Committee will print bumper stickers 
and create a brochure to be posted in local stores and at 
town hall to promote the program. Local landscapers 
and nurseries will also be given information about the 
program for their Mattapoisett customers. The "150 by 
150" brochure will contain some educational material for 
citizens about the value of trees to the environment, tips 
on tree species selection to help them pick trees that usu- 
ally do well in Mattapoisett, some information on how 
to chose a planting location on their property and guide-

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Patrick started riding motocross bikes with his 
dad and uncle when he was two and began racing in the 
oil-injected class at age four, the earliest age and class 
available for competition. When he turned five he started 
winning. He and his friends practice daily on a track his 
Dad maintains in the woods behind their family horse 
farm in Rochester. 

This past winter, Patrick was given an incredible 
opportunity to hone his riding skills when the Pinhan- 
cos family of Rochester sponsored six weeks of training 
for him in Florida. The ten-year-old flew to Florida on 
Fridays and then came back on Sunday nights to attend 
classes during the week at Rochester's Memorial School. 

"We wouldn't have been able to do it without the 
Pinhancos'" Mr. DeLowery said, adding that Leo and Sue 
Pinhancos and their two children "are an awesome fam- 
ily" Patrick is riding buddies with their son Jake, who is 
also a competitor. 

In October, Patrick will be attending the U.S. Mo- 
tocross Open at the MGM Grand Casino in Las Vegas. 

Both father and son agree that motocross is a dan- 
gerous sport. That is why, Mr. DeLowery said, safety is 
always the first consideration. "I want to win, but I don't 
want to get hurt, so basically I just concentrate on finish- 
ing," said Patrick, sounding strangely mature for a kid his 
age. Dad makes sure his son has the best and latest safety 
equipment. 

"I'm happy when he has a good ride and doesn't 
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get hurt/ 7 Mr. DeLowery said, explaining that although 
the sport is dangerous the thrill of riding makes up for the 
danger. 

"You have to get good grades at school to partici- 
pate in this sport/ 7 said Mr. DeLowery. "That is a great 
motivator for Patrick. If he gets in trouble or doesn't do 
his homework, then he doesn't race." 

Currently, there are only about a half-dozen pros 
from the New England area involved in the sport. "Next 
to soccer, motocross is considered the sport that demands 
the highest level of exertion," Mr. DeLowery said. 

Mr. DeLowery estimated that he spends about 
$12,000 a year supporting Patrick's sport. He is grateful 
for help he has received from friends and sponsors which 
made his son's continued pursuit of the sport possible. "I 
just want the community to know we are not making this 
noise for nothing," said Mr. DeLowery, a single parent 
who works as a farrier (a horseshoe blacksmith) and for a 
moving company to support his son. 

Time will tell, but with the support of friends and 
family and a little luck, Rochester's own Patrick DeLow- 
ery may well be on his way to becoming a motocross 
national champion.

Lombard, Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho, and 
Assistant to the Town Administrator Melody Pacheco. 

The board first approved the minutes of the June 
27 and June 29 meetings and then considered a "Grant of 
Easement" to NStar allowing Com / Electric the right to 
install and maintain conduit facilities at 7 Barstow Street.

electrical service that they've had for 50 years/ 7 said Se- 
lectman Lombard. 

"The pole is on library property then the power 
(line), which was put through years ago, goes through a 
little house in back and across (a resident's) property" Mr. 
Mendell said. 

The Library Building Committee would prefer 
that the wires be installed underground — either across 
their property or even via another route. The cost for this 
underground installation, however, would not be the 
responsibility of either the town or the library but would 
likely be borne by the customer or NStar. 

As such, the board agreed to have NStar work out 
some possible solutions with the customer and offer some 
cost estimates for running conduits underground via 
alternate routes before they would approve the easement 
request. 

On a similar note, at 6:16 pm the board opened a 
public hearing upon a request from NStar to allow Com / 
Electric to upgrade the service at the Mattapoisett Public 
Library including the installation of two four-inch con- 
duits running from east to west on Barstow Street. Robert 
Cattley of the Library Building Committee, however, re- 
quested that four conduits be installed instead — two for 
electrical, one for telephone, and one for cable television. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to grant 
the request, as amended, to allow the installation of four 
four-inch conduits to provide utility service to the Matta-

My cat eats his dry food very fast and then vomits it up on 
the carpet within 5 minutes. He has done this since he was 
a kitten. My wife wants to get new carpets but is afraid that 
the cat will ruin them and wants to get rid of the cat. Help! 

Your cat problem is pretty common. Essentially, you 
just have to make your cat eat slower. Probably the eas- 
iest thing to do is put 3 or 4 golf balls on top of the dry 
food. Then the cat has to move the balls each time he 
takes a new bite and it slows down the whole process. 
Other choices are to get 10 small plates and put only a 
small amount of food in each and then spread them out 
in the house. Other people will take an egg carton and 
put a few pieces of food in each of the egg depressions.

ability to deliver on that promise is contained in Chapter 80, Sec- 
tion 13 of (Massachusetts General Laws), which allows (sewer 
and water boards) to charge "up to 2 percent above the rate of 
interest" being paid to lenders. Marion's rate to lenders for the 
three-area sewer expansion is 0.33 percent. The "up to 2 percent 
above that rate" is a levy apparently allowed for overhead or 
carrying/ collection expenses. My best understanding at this 
time, provided by a state official, is that this is allowed to be 
collected by and to remain with the town, in this case. There is 
not yet an agreement among those of us researching this that the 
town of Marion would indeed be the recipient of the 2 percent. 

In any event, thanks and appreciation are owed by the 
townspeople of Marion to Senator Pacheco and Representative 
Straus for securing the passage of Chapter 96 of the Acts of 2006, 
signed June 6, 2006, dealing with the current sewer betterment 
in Marion, especially for including in that act a newly-added 
Section 3A, which re-emphasizes the language of Chapter 80, 
Section 13, stating "Nothwithstanding any general or special law 
to the contrary, the Town of Marion may assess and collect inter- 
est on sewer assessments at a rate equal to that chargeable to the 
town of Marion." 

That language clearly allows the town to pass through 
the lender rate to the sewerees without overhead charges. What 
will actually happen is unclear.

Mattapoisett Tax Bills 

The first quarter of the 2007 Preliminary Tax Bills 
for the Town of Mattapoisett are due August 1. Tax bills 
were mailed on June 30 with payment coupons for both 
the first and second quarters attached. Taxpayers should 
retain the second quarter payment coupon for payment 
due by November 1. No other notification will be mailed. 
Notices of due dates will appear quarterly in The Wan- 
derer, on the Town's website, on local cable TV and on the 
Mattapoisett Lions Club board on Route 6. There will be a 
50-cent charge for reprinting a tax bill. 

Taxpayers are encouraged to register for making 
online payments on the eBill website at www.mcc.net. By 
using eBill, taxpayers can have their payments withdrawn 
from their checking or savings accounts or can make pay- 
ments using MasterCard, American Express and Discover 
credit cards. Payments can be made using eBill until 11:59 
pm on the due date of August 1. 

Payment and coupon can be mailed to P.O. Box 
1596 or deposited in the mail slot at Town Hall. The re- 
ceipt portion and first quarter coupon may be brought to 
the office with payment during normal work hours. 

According to State statute, failure to receive a tax 
bill does not relieve the taxpayer of the requirement to 
pay the tax bill and any resulting interest if the payment is 
late. If payment is not received in the Collector's Office by 
the due date, interest shall accrue daily at a per diem rate 
of 14 percent per state law. Any accrued interest for the

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Movie ^Review 



Bold Fashion

The Devil Wears Prada. Starring Meryl Streep 
and Anne Hathaway. Directed by David Fran- 
kel.

It may be true that drama is a young actor's game; 
ML I after some years of it, it gets draining, and a seasoned 

actor starts leaning more towards comedy (which is often 
I harder). Meryl Streep began her career intense and tragic, 

■J becoming synonymous with "anguished Oscar-chasing 

chameleon," but she's been lightening up over the past decade or so. Her 
role in The Devil Wears Prada — the imperious fashion-magazine edi- 
tor Miranda Priestly — is probably the pinnacle of Streep 's late-period 
sojourn into comedy. She brings all her authority and technique to bear in 
a performance that barely requires her to move (everyone else moves for 
Miranda). When she's done talking to a subordinate, she inflects "That's 
all" with a cool dismissiveness that borders on metaphysical — you half 
expect the other person simply to vanish into thin air, as he or she vanishes 
in Miranda's attention. 

Streep is a far better reason to see The Devil Wears Prada than the 
movie itself. It's entertaining enough, and it's shrewdly cast — it's great 
to see Stanley Tucci again, in the bitchy role of Miranda's right-hand man 
at Runway magazine. But at its core is another of those tired moralistic 
plots in which a nice ingenue agonizes over Selling Out vs. Being True 
to Herself. The ingenue here is Anne Hathaway, perhaps cast because 
she proved in the Princess Diaries movies that she can rise to royalty 
without making the audience feel that she's putting herself above them. 
(It's essentially the Julia Roberts role of fifteen years ago.) Hathaway is 
Andy Sachs, an aspiring writer and recent college grad who puts herself 
through the torture of working as assistant to the impossibly demanding 
Miranda because after a year in the job, we're told repeatedly, Andy can 
write her own ticket in New York. Andy can't make up her mind how she 
feels about this, and neither can the movie. 

Am I shallow to think that Andy should've dumped her pouty boy- 
friend (Adrian Grenier) and her unsupportive friends and embraced the 
absurdity and challenge of the job? It would' ve made for a more fun movie 
(and less of a Life Lesson — or Lifetime Lesson). The scenes in which 
Andy vents about — or, worse, is lectured to about — the false values 
inherent in fashion slavery are a drag. We know fashion is silly; tell us 




something we don't know. Other than an impressive speech by Miranda 
in which she hands Andy her rhetorical ass for being snarky about a belt, 
the movie doesn't make much of a case for why so many smart people 
are working in fashion. And so Andy seems to be wasting her time, and 
Miranda's, and ours. 

Things are muddled further when Andy meets a suave magazine 
writer (Simon Baker) who obviously has the hots for her and offers to 
introduce her to his editor. All these golden opportunities fall into Andy's 
lap, and she doesn't know what to do with them. To be honest, she be- 
gins to seem a bit of a dummy. Why so much dithering about the price 
of success? Especially since the movie half-heartedly defends Miranda 
by saying that, if she were male, nobody would have a problem with her 
attitude? That's true to some extent, though I wonder if anyone who's 
worked for, say, Donald Trump and felt his wrath would say the same. 
Or, for that matter, the raging movie producer played by Kevin Spacey 
in 1995's Swimming with Sharks, which this film resembles, except that 
Andy doesn't kidnap Miranda and torture her with paper cuts. 

Like many moralizing Hollywood films, The Devil Wears Prada wants 
to have its cake and denounce it too. After entertaining us with the flash of 
the fashion world and its witty menagerie, the movie turns around and says 
it's all cutthroat and meaningless, and that we shouldn't try to get above 
our station — we should be happy being schmoes. It would play better if 
Andy were shown to be actually good at her job, instead of lucking into 
most of her advancements; how convenient, for instance, that she finds 
a way to get ahold of the unpublished Harry Potter manuscript because 
her new writer friend knows someone who knows someone. The Devil 
Wears Prada tells us it's all about who you know, a bitter truth everyone 
learns sooner or later, but then gives Andy a noble way out of the shark 
tank based on ... who she knows. The movie needed to be either lighter 
or darker; it scolds Andy for making certain choices without making any 
itself.
